SUICIDE IH THE CUT PRISON. 


Whisky and Oplim the Cannes. 


In our Issue of yeiterdny reference was 


made to an unfortunate victim of whisky 
who fell upon the iltlewallt, on Franklin 
street, near tbc residence of J. J. Pedde- 
cord. A»itated, he was taken by officer* 
t« the Wood atreet calaboose where he 
wag left to sober up, In the evening 
about leven o'clock tbe report of a pistol 
attracted the attention of the keeper, and 
upon going into the apartment where tho 
prisoner was, he found him lying upun the 
floor with a pistol by his lide. Dr. Chen- 
oweth was called and on examination 
found that a piitol ball had entered tbe 
body of the unfortunate man on tho left 
Bide and that it had passed through (he 
body so far that it could be felt on tlic 
opposite side. HeU was still conscious, 
but the attending surgeon at once garc it 
ns his opinion that the wound would 
prove fatal, the correctness of which 
opinion was verified by tbe death of tbc 
wounded man, which took plticc between 
two and three o'clock this morning. 


Henry J. MeU IB the full name of the 


suicide; he has been In the city but A few 
months, during a purl ef which time he 
has been employed in Qarver'a meat mar- 
ket on north Water street. Deceased, 
we understand, has a wife and children 
In Pcnn. Ho has for some time been 
addicted to tho excessive use of whisky, 
und It is also said that bo was a grout 
opium cater. 
Thh forenoon Coroner 


John Dlniecn held an Inquest over the 
body of deceased, resulting In it verdict in 
accordance with Iho above facts. Ar- 
rungcmcnta for the burial arc not made at 
this writing, but It IB probable thut the 
body will be forwurded to the friends in 
I'cnnsylvanin.
